THE NOMINEE. 


James Gillespie Blaine; ol Maine, was 


born in Pennsylvania in 1830. He only 
received a common school education but 
soon acquired enough knowledge to 
teach school. 
Later he removed to 


Maine where he edited a newspaper and 
was elected a member of the Maine leg- 
islature from 1857—'62. He was elected 
to congress in 1862 and served until 
1876, beiug speaker from l'869 to ' 1875. 
In 1876 he was appointed to the United 
States senate, where he served until 
Jamea A. Garfield selected him as secre- 
tory of state. Shortly after Mr. Gatfield's 
death he resigned the office and "devoted 
his time to writing a 20-year history of 
congress, now on sale. In theconveution 
of '76 he was the leading republicaia candi- 
date for president until the seventh bal- 
lot, when he received 351 of the 735" 
votes, but was defeated byKutherford 
B. Hayes, of Ohio. In 1880 he was again 
a candidate, but in the mid&i of that 
memorable struggle he threw his forces 
to James A. Garfield, who rewarded him 
aa above noted.
